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The Hudson Bay Railway. 


The following interesting para- 
graph is copied from an immigra-| 
tion pamphlet issued by a Minne- 
apolis real estate company which 
claims to have offices at Calgary 
and Airdrie. 

“The new short line to Fort 
Churchill on Hudson Bay will bring 
the Calgary district within about 
800 miles of Fort Churchill where 
the products of the farm can be 
loaded into ocean vessels and trans- 
ported without other charge to Euro- 
pean markets. Or, in other words, 
the Hudson Bay route will shorten 
the distance between Alberta and 
the European markets about 800 
miles, which means practically, the 
bringing of the Southern Alberta 
wheat fields to Montreal and our 
own eastern states. The not dis- 
tant future will probably even see 
the exporting of a large part of the 


‘wheat raised in our own North- 


western States by way of Hudson 
Ba y.” 

“The not distant future’’ is to see 
this come to pass, but an occasional 
correspondent writing to us from 
the Press Gallery at Ottawa has the 
following to say regarding the Hud- 
son Bay Railway :— 

“*During the election last October 
the building of the Hudson Bay 
Railway was a matter of great 
urgency. The Laurier Government 
was ina great hurry to get at it. 
It managed to restram its impetu- 
osity until after election day; but 
it was a hard struggle to delay the 
work so long. Election day came, 
and the Laurier Government was 
returned to power. Somehow after 
that there seemed less hurry about 
the Hudson Bay Railway. The 
Session began and the Hudson Bay 
Railway was mentioned in the 
speech from the Throne: but there 
was less urgency about it. The 
Session dragged through its four 
months and not one word was said 
about the necessary Railway. The 
Session has ended: Still no Rail- 
way.’’ 

As there will not be another elec- 
tion for some years to come and as 
the Hudson Bay line was an elec- 
tion promise, fulfilment of which 
need not be looked for before the 
next election, the realty company 
whose immigration literature we 
have quoted had better cut out Fort 
Churhill line which really belongs 
to the dim and distant future, and 
substitute something about the al- 
ready existing route to Vancouver 
which is open to handle grain quite 
as expeditiously.

Nanaimo Surveyor’s Tragic Death 


Ottawa.—Dr. King, of the Dominion 
observatory, has received a telegram 
from Noel Ogilvie, head of the Do- 
minion survey party in Alaska, in- 
forming him of the ‘tragic death of 
Joseph Shephard, of Nanaimo, B.C., a 
member of the party. 

Shephard had climbed to a turret 
on a mountain side for the purpose of 
taking a photograph. Suddenly a 
snow bank on which he was standing 
began to slide down the mountain 
taking him with it. 

It proved to be the beginning of an 
avalanche, and Shephard was carried 
with it over a high precipice. At last 
advices the body of the dead surveyor 
had not been recovered. The fatality 
took place ten days ago near the 
Alaskan boundary, but the news could 
not be despatched to Ottawa until 
the party reached the nearest town, 
Juneau, Alaska.

Visitors are Impressed with the Fact 
that Canada Occupies an Import- 
ant Place in the World of Com- 
merce—Panoramic Views Depicting 
Many Scenes Characteristic of the 
Country 


Seattle —"‘The Lady of the Snows” 
is shown to be a misnomer when ap- 
plied to Canada by the bountifulness 
of her land as illustrated in the Cana- 
dian building at the Alaska-Yukon 
Pacific exposition. ‘‘Lady Bountiful’’ 
is apparently much more appropriate, 
judging from what is to be seen in 
the building. 

Although in one of the snialler build- 
ings,-the commissioners have so ar- 
ranged the exhibits and the data re- 
lating to them that the visitor cannot 
help but be impressed with the fact 
that Canada occupies an important 
place in the world of commerce, and 
supeney much of the necessities of 
ife. 

Thrée large cases in the centre of 
the building show what the country 
produces in mineral wealth; exhibits 
of nickle, asbestos, tin, corudum and 
of the common ores, gold, silver and 
copper and lead are to be seen: Tab- 
lets inform the. sightseer that 6 per 
cent. of the world’s supply of nickle 
and 90 per cent. of the supply of as- 
bestos is produced in Canada. There 
are tablets relating to every exhibit in 
the building. 

At the farther end of the building 
from the entrance is a large panorama 
depicting scenes characteristic of the 
country, from a farm scene to forestry 
and mining. In the foreground are 
numerous wild animals, conveying an 
idea of the sport that is to be had and 
also of the value of the fur trade for 
which the Dominion has been noted 
since the days of the pioneer trappers. 

Along the sides the building are 
other booths showing Canada’s pro- 
ducts and activities. In one of these 
is a mountain and river scene, with 
living beavers in the foreground. This 
exhibit lends color to the impression 
that every living thing in Canada is 
busy, and recalls the phrase “busy as 
beavers.”” In the same booth is the 
display of wood pulp and the pro- 
cesses through which it must go before 
being turned into newspaper material. 

Relating to Canada are the exhibits 
of the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pa- 
cific railways. As their lines tap 
mostly Canadian territory, naturally 
they display products and photographs 
of scenes in that country. . The Grand 
Trunk has a neat little building near 
the Dominion building, and the Can- 
adian Pacitic has half of one side in 
the agricultural building. The wood- 
work is of native mahogany and bird’s 
eye maple, which makes a very at- 
tractive front. 

Probably the first exclamation of 
every visitor to the world’s fair has 
been of astonishment at the beauty of 
the grounds and the natural scenery. 
‘*Most beautiful’’ has this exposition 
rightly been called, and with the com- 
pleteness of its exhibits it will re- 
main in exposition history for years as 
one of the leaders. Winnipeg will 
have to work hard to rival the world’s 
fair in Seattle. 

Canada is to play an important part 
at the exposition at the time of the 
live stock show here in September. 
Blooded. stock from many Canadian 
ranches will be on exhibition, and as- 
sociations of Canada have put up 
prizes of medals, cups and cash. 


Indians in the Mountains + 

Victoria, B. C.—Reports as to the 
Indian trouble at Hazelton are re- 
garded here as grossly exaggerated. 
While the provincial police have re- 
ported to headquarters here, word 
comes indirectly, and is not regarded 
as anything like as serious as re- 
ported, 

Indian Agent Loring, who is re- 
ported as wanting mounted police, 
has not reported anything to the 
Indian department at headquarters 
here. The Indians in the district are 
always somewhat-suspicious, and the 
influx of whites, with the indiscre- 
tions which follow, may have aroused 
a little trouble, but nothing serious is 
expected. 


Tuberculosis Increasing 


New York.—An alarming increase in 
tuberculosis in this city Was revealed 
by Robert W. Hebbard, commissioner 
of charities. The commissioner de- 
clared he was taking care of 600 more 
people a day than he was a year ago, 
and that by the end of the year the 
figures would be 1,000. These figures 
came out at the meeting of the board 
of aldermen. ‘‘We have about 1,000 
tuberculosis cases. When I have the 
necessary buildings there are 2,000 
cases more to be looked after,” said 
Mr. Hebbard, 


To Investigate Value of Peat 


Ottawa.—The department of public 
works has let a contract for an ex- 
perimental station to test the value 
of peat as a producer of gas. The sta- 
tion will cost $13,000. In view of the 
great deposits of peat which exist in 
Ontario and Quebec it is expected that 
the experiments will be followed by 
important results.

By this deal the Indians relinquish 
their right to 10,000 acres of land, 
which it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to sell by auction. 

Dr. McDougall has been acting for 
the department in making the deal, 
and says that a preliminary payment 
of $11,000 has already been made to 
the Indians, and they will _ receive 
more after tlie sale.

Lethbridge.—Reports on winter 
wheat differ in. different localities. 
What there is is growing 
some of the more advanced is coming 
out in head. Most of it is thrifty and 
strong. Frequent showers have done 
good, but the heavy rains will be of 
great benefit. A conservative esti- 
mate is that winter wheat will give 
an increase of about 60 per cent. over 
last year.

Wheat, the great staple crop of the 
country, has a reported area of 7,750,- 
400 acres, which is 1,140,000 acres more 
than last year. In the Maritime prov- 
inces and Quebec there is little change,

wheat. Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta show an area of 6,873,000 acres, 
being 1,254,000 acres more than last 
year, The condition of fall wheat at 
15th of June was 82.15, and of spring 
wheat 92.15 per cent. of the standard 
for a full crop. 

The area of oats in the Dominion is 
9,302,000 acres, which is 1,361,000 acres 
more than last year, and its condition 
is reported as 92.31 per cent.

| cent. 

The province showing the largest 
}area of oats is Ontario, with 3,142,200 
acres, and also the largest area of hay 
and clover, with 3,535,000 acres Que- 
bec is next highest in hay and clover, 
with 2,923,000 acres. This province has 
also 1,574,000 acres in oats. Saskatch- 
ewan has 1,847,000 acres in oats, Mani- 
toba 1,390,000 acres, and Alberta 820,- 
000 acres. 

In three maritime provinees the 
total area in oats is 529,000 acres. At 
the end of June, 1906, there were 122,- 
398 farms in the provinces of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, and 
at the

Ottawa.—S8ir Wilfrid and Hon. Syd- 
ney Fisher, minister of agriculture, 
were waited upon by a deputation re- 
presenting the leading meat concerns, 
who discussed with the ministers the 
administration of the pure food act.

Edmonton.—Mayor Gress, of Stet- 
tler, and W. F. Puffer, M. P. P., of 
Lacombe, have. returneed from Winni- 
' peg, where they had an interview with 
M. J. Macleod, of the C. N. R., with’ 
reference to the Vegreville to Cal- 
| gary branch passing through Stettler. 

“We were given satisfactory assur- 
ance that this line north of Camrose 
would pass through Stettler,” replied 
Mr. Puffer, in answer to a question 
as to the result of the trip. ‘“‘The 
detour to the east was made to take 
; the bottom land along Meeting Creek 
as far as possible, but there do not 
seem to be any engineering feats re- 
quired to build the line a few miles 
farther to the west.” 

This trip was the first which Mr. 
Puffer had made to Winnipeg over 
the C. N. R. line. He was greatly 
surprised at the great stretch of uni- 
|formly good land lying along the 
|C. N. R, line. He thought it was 
vastly superior to the country 
through which he C. P. R. passed 
in the southern part of the prov- 
inces, 

What most attracted my attention,” 
suid Mr. Puffer, ‘was the scarcity of 
live stock. It seems to me that farm. 
ers are too eager to get into grain 
growing where they should be raising 
dairy and fat cattle. In Alberta, where 
| the grass grows so rank, as good and 
| quick returns can be made from cattle 
as from grain. Along the C. P. R. line 
| from Edmonton to Calgary you can see 
| cattle and hogs being shipped from al- 
most every siding, but very little of 
this is seen along the C. N. R. From 
| Edmonton to Winnipeg is one of the 
best stretches of agricultural land in 
the world, and I believe it will 
| some day be the greatest producing 

portion of the Dominion.” 


Criticism of Manufacturers 

Ottawa.—A. W. Donley, Canadian 
trade commissioner in Mexico, hands 
out a warm criticism of Canadian 
| manufacturers and their methods of 
doing business in a report just re- 
| ceived at the trade and commerce de- 
partment. 
| According to Mr. Donley our manu- 
| facturers are “anaemic” and “provin- 
cial” and fail utterly to anpreciate the 
fertile field for trade in Mexico, There 
is no excuse for this, he says, in view 
of the fact that Mexican imports are 
| steadily growing, and Canadian manu- 
| factured products are similar to those 
of the United States, a country which 
supplies sixty per cent, of everything 
imported by Mexico. 

“The Canadian manufacturer,” says 
Mr. Donley, “fails to recognize that no 
country gets a: preference so far as 
tariff is concerned,” and he adds, ‘‘it 
| would be well, too, if he would get rid 
| of the idea that he is conferring any 
special favor or compliment upon the 
‘merchants here when he offers to let 
them buy his goods.” 
| Apparently Mr. Donley does not see 
much hone for a development in im- 
| ports of Canadian manufactured goods 
‘into Mexico until Canadians follow 
the example of their American cousins, 
; Who either have resident agents in 
the country or send travellers there 
| occasionally and advertise fully in the 
Mexico press.

THE HORN FLY. 


Bome Remedies to Protect Cattle From 
This Annoying Pest. 

The season is Lere when that great 
pest of the dairy) cow, the horn fly, 
should be watched. Considerable anx- 
fety is always evinced by stock ownera 


concerning the s\ iden annual appear 
ance upon their cattle of enormous 
huinbers of a small blackish fly which | 


irritates the animals so much with its 
bite and disturie them constantly that 
they fall off rapidly both in flesh and 
yleld of wiltk. 

This horn fiy is a European pest 
which was first brought to the notice 
of the United Stetes division of ento 
mology In September, 1877, and was 
probably Imported with cattle from 
Europe, where it ‘ins been known since 
1830, The files merely resort to the 
horn as a resting place from which 
they cannot ensily be dislodged by the 
animal, They also congregate on the 
seck and on the tise of the tail. 
While feeding the flies work their way 
flown through the hairs so as to reach 
the skin of their vietim, but they 
quickly take flirht at the = slightest 
disturbance. The bites seem to pro 
duce great irritation. 

Preventive.—To anote from the Unit- 
ed States entomotogists, Mesars. Riley 
and Toward: 

“Almost any greasy substance will 
keep the files awny for several days, 
A number of experiments were made in

will be of a smooth, creamy nature. 
As it cools it thickens into a jellylike 
mass. This gives the stock emulsion, 
which must be diluted before using 
wito nine’ times its mensure--that is, 
tweuty-even quirts of water It will 
be found to mix more easily if done at 
once before It cools, This makes thir 
ty quarts of the mixture ready for use, 
This may be applied to the animals by 
means of a sponge er, what ia certainly 
more convenient, a force pump and 
spray nozzle. One application often

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 
Land Regulations. 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a quarter-section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. The appli- 
cant must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands — or Sub-Agency for 
the district. try by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions, by fa , mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or by his fa » mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased homestead 
in certain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Must reside six months in each 
of three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

MADILL A CANADIAN, 


Abraham Lincoln's Friend Was Born 
In Fredericton, N.B. 


Those who have read the Lincoln 
literature with which for the past 
twelve months the newspapers and 
magazines have justly been deluged, 
have heard a good deal about Joseph 
Medill, who in later days became the 
most eminent journalist of the mid- 


| dle west, but few are aware that Jos- 


eph Medill was a Canadian. No poli- 


| tician or statesman ever attains any 


position in the world in a democracy 
without a few newspaper ‘‘pals,” 
with whom he can sit down and talk 
out his ideas without fear of their 
publication until the proper time 
comes, and who are in a position to 
make things ciear to tho general pub- 
lic and clear up, as a public man 
is seldom able to do effectively, any 
misapprehensions with which the 
public mind may have become pos- 
sessed. That is precisely what Jos- 
eph Medi!l did for Lineoln, and it 
is intimated by Miss Tarbell, one of 
the great statesman’s numerous wor- 
shippers, that after Lincoln became 
president Medill wanted to become 
adviser in chief and’made trips to 
Washington to tell the object of his 
loyalty, and indeed adoration, that he 
was going wrong. 

But the point of interest: for Cana- 
dians is that the newspaperman who 
did more ,than anyone else to make 
Lincoln the nominee of the Republi- 
eon party and the president of the 
United States was a Canadian of 
Scottish-Irish ancestry, born ~ in 
Fredericton, N.B., in 1823. It is true 
that he was to all intents and pur- 
poses an American, for when he was 
nine years old his’ father, a farmer, 
took his family to »what he deemed 
the more congenial regions of Canton.

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BITTER OPPOSITION. 
TO GZAR’S VISIT 
TO ENGLAND 


Opposition to weleoming the Czar is 
gathering in force in the chief democratic 
countries of Europe. The most determin- 
ed agitation is growing tp in England, 
where a committee of protest has been 
organized by members of parliment, Lib- | 
erals, Labor leaders and Socialists, mem- 
bers of the Independent Labor Party. A 
pamphlet will be published shortly, ar- 
rainging the Czar’s administration, and 
a great meeting of protest will be held in 
Ilyde Park under the auspices of the 
trade unions, while the Czar is the guest 
of the King at Cowes. The humanitarian 
league has adopted resolutions asking the 
government not to give official sanction 
to the Czar’s visit ‘‘in view of the abom- 
inable cruelties practiced on political and 
other prisoners in Russia.’’ 

Similar resolutions will be adopted by 
the united committee on the protection of 
rights of subjugated nations and also by 
the society of Friends of Russian Freedom. 
The venerable Robert Spence Watson, 
honorary treasurer of this society, has al- 
ready published a vigorous protest against 
the visit. Notice of the agitation has 
been communicared officially to King 
Kdward. The communication to his 
majesty begs him to represent to the Czar 
at Cowes next month how repugnant to 
British moral and. spiritual sentiments | 
are the cruelties and executions perper- 
trated in Russia. 

The opposition to the visit is endorsed 
by Rev, R. J. Campbell, of the City 
Temple, who publicly declared that the 
atrocities in Russia had been fully 
authenticated. He severely criticized | 
Premier Asquith for ‘‘speaking a consid- 
erable time to the Russian political guests | 
now in London without uttering a single 
sentence that gave the slightest intimation 
that there are millions of British citizens 
who regard the present government of 
Russia as an outrage on humanity.’’ 

The hostile attitude of the Italian dem- 
ocracy obliged the Czar to cancel. his 
proposed visit to King Victor Emmanuel. 
Only a few years ago the Czar was idoliz- 
ed in France, Lut the British societies, 
engaged in the present agitation are in- 
formed that protests against the coming 
of the Czar are heard on all sides in the 
republic. The French Society of Friends 
of the Russian people with its committee 
of noted authers and. political men and 
women, such as Anatole France, F. C. 
Pressons, Jean Saures and Mme. Menard- 
ix publishing a pamphlet containing a 
powerful condemnation of the Czar’s 
policy of summery convictions, This 
document is being circulated in Cherbourg 
and the French ports.
